6. That I forwarded drawings to David C. Paul prior to the filing date of the provisional 
application which are substantially the same as shown in Figures 7, 8, 8A and 1 1 of 
the '125 patent. 

7. That a continuation application of the ' 125 patent was filed by David C. Paul et al. 
and assigned to Synthes Corporation and I was added as an inventor to this 
continuation application. 

8. That both David C. Paul and I are inventors of record in United States Letters Patent 
Number 6,025,538, filed November 20, 1998 and issued February 15, 2000, the 
parent application of the present '166 continuation-in-part application.
